is in receipt of a letter from Havana, 
giving details of atrocities which were 
committed 
in 
Matanzas 
province 
Colonel Melino, 
who commands 
a 
Syanish regiment, recently encountered 
the advance guard of Gomez's army in 
Matanzas and was defeated. 
AVhile 
soldiers under Melino were in retreat 
they met a group of women and chil- 
dren near a little town called Gayopino. 
As the soldiers passed one of the 
women made a sneering remark about 
the Spaniards. The remark was over- 
heard by the soldiers and so enraged 
them that they fell upon the women 
and children and butchered every one 
of them. There were ten women and 
about a dozen children in the group. 
The letter says that the Spaniards, 
after 
shooting 
down 
their 
vic- 
tims, stabbed them with 
bayonets, 
inflicting 
the 
most 
horrible 
wounds. One baby was killed at its 
mother's breast, and the bullet that 
passed through the infant also passed 
through the mother. Colonel Melino 
made no report of the butchery, but it 
happened that two of the women mur- 
dered were wives of Spaniards engaged 
in the sawmill business in Matanzas. 
When the husbands learned how their 
loved ones had been slaughtered they 
wrote to Martinez J>e Campos, inform- 
ing him of the horrible affair and de- 
manding 
that 
Colonel Melino be 
punished.' It is said that De Campos 
has ordered that Melino be 
court 
matialed, and it is thought that he 
further will be sentenced to death, as 
the ma^acre is condemned as bitterly 
by Spaniards as by Cubans. 


HAVAKA, UOV. 21.—There have been 
several skermishes in the province of 
Santiago de Cubaf during which the in- 
urgents 
had 
fifteen 
killed, 
four 
wounded, and took one prisoner. 
The 
troops lost fifteen kilied. 


Gen, Maximo Gomez, the insurgent 
leader, who recently entered the prov- 
ince of Santa Clara from the province 
of Puerto Principe, today captured 
Paleyo, on the river Zeasza, in the 
province of Santa Clara. 
No details 
are given of the engagement. 


While a train conveying Gen. Suarez 
Valdez was nearing Santa Rita, in the 
province of Santa Clara, Itoday, insur- 
gents fired a dynamite shell at it. 
The 
explosion blew up four wagons and the 
engine of the train. 
Two soldiers 
were seriously injured; twelve others 
were slightly wounded. The car in 
which the general was riding was not 
injured, and he went on horseback to 
Esperalza.

There was a fire on South Lafayette 
street this morning.

None of the accidents amounted to 
much and Gindelsparker was not seri- 
ously injured, but it all goes to show 
how many things can happen to a man 
at once.

The Chinese Blame It on the Japan- 
"ese—Say They are a Bar- 
barous Nation.

2 1 , — C h i n e s e 
papers by the steamer Empress of 
China, are bitter in their attacks on 
the 
Japanese 
authorities in Corea 
whom they blame for the murder of 
the queen. They assert that Japan is 
a nation pretending to be civilized but 
is the most barbarous on earth.' 


The queen was hung up by the hair 
and after being otherwise abused tied 
hand and foot, soaked in oil, and 
burned in the rear of the palace, her 
remains being reduced to asbes so that 
all trace might be lost. Thirty at 
tendants of the queen it is alleged, 
were butchered, their corpBes being 
left about the 
palace. 
When the 
palace was attacked, of some 1.500 
guards on duty, only six remained at 
their posts and they were quickly dis- 
patched. 
According to Chinese re- 
ports there were fifteen women of title 
in the court, the queen, her mother 
and 130 ladies in waiting. They were 
nearly all soaked in oil and burned 
while the men's throats were cut.

The Shore Strewn With the Wreckage 
of Vesseis~-Xothiu$? by Which 
to Identity Them. 


KKOXVILLE, Tenn,, Nov. 21.—Charles 
Hurd, a negro who murdered Jasper D. 
Kelly, a white man, near Harriman, 
ten days ago, waa taken from the jail at 
Wartburg, the county seat of Morgan 
county, and lynched at midnight last 
night. 


A mob of 200 masked men gathered 
at a point three miles from the jail and 
marched in fours to the prison. A de- 
mand was made on Jailor Langtry to 
"open up." This he refused to do and 
the door was broken open with a sledge 
hammer. When the mob was on the 
inside the jailer was placed under the 
point of pistols and guns and finally 
gave up his keys. 


The negro was taken ' from his cell 
and a rope placed around his neck. He 
was dragged to t-n oak tree one hun- 
dred yards distant, where he was swung 
up- 


G U I L T Y 
O F 
F R A U D - 
Wallace G. Miller Sentenced to Two 
Years in the Pen. 


KAKSAS CITY, Mo , Nov. 21.—Wallace 
G. Miller, clerk for Justice of the Peace 
Owen W. Kr uger, has been found guilty 
in the crimmal court at Independence 
of having committed fraud while offici- 
ating as judge of election in 1894. The 
jury fixed Miller's punishment at two 
years in the pen. He is the first of the 
alleged election thieves to receive a 
penitentiary sentence and the fourth 
one to be tried. 


ISDIAÍTAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 21.—The 
republican meeting yesterday was the 
largest ever held by the leaders of the 
party in this state in an off year. 
The 
meeting was called for the purpose of 
holding a conference and allowing can- 
didates to push their individual booms 
for office. With the understanding 
that Harrison is a presidential candi- 
date and the expectation that he will 
be the nominee, there is a horde of can- 
didates for the several positions. Nine- 
teen candidates for governor head the 
list. 


The fight for the state chairmanship 
ig between J. K. Gowdy, the present 
chairman, and E. H. Nebaksr, who was 
United States treasurer under Harri- 
son. As he is close to Harrison his 
friends claim his elertion. 


Colonel Dick Thompson, of Terre 
Haute, eighty-seven years old, and sec- 
retary of the navy under Hayes, pre- 
sided. He made an eloquent speech in 
assuming the gavel and has announced 
that he will be a candidate for delegate 
at large next year. If alive, he will be 
elected. 


C. W. Fairbanks, candidate for Sana- 
tor Voorhees' seat; Congressmen Wil- 
son and Johnson and others spoke. 
They said the issue next year would be 
the tariff", finance and foreign policy. 
They all predicted Harrison's nomina- 
tion and election. 


The policy which Indiana shall fol- 
low at the national convention has 
been agreed upon as thoroughly as any- 
thing can be agreed upon without 
formal action. The fifteen delegates 
which the state will send will agree to 
represent the party of the state with 
the understanding that they shall use 
all honorable means to bring about the 
nomination of General Harrison. 
The 
old politicians of the state—men who 
have been iaentified with state and 
national politics for a quarter of a cen- 
tury—believe Mr. Harrison is the logic- 
al candidate; they believe he is as sure 
to be nominated as the convention is to 
meet. So far as can be learned the ex. 
president has not communicated his 
wishes to any of the party leaders; he 
has not asked that a delegation favor- 
able to him shall be made up; neither 
baa he made any suggestion that the 
party in the state should turn its atten- 
tion to some other man. The party 
leaders, take the silence of the general 
to mean that he will not be displeased 
if his party friends here at home "with- 
out his consent" undertake to bring 
about his renomination.

The Story of the Prodi$:al Non TolU 
in I)r. Chapmaji's .Sermon—iïliiny 
People Turn rr4»iu Sin. 


One of the best services yet held by 


Evangelist Chapmiin in the rink was 


the one last night. 
The intei'est mani- 


fested was greater than at any previous 


meeting. 


The crowd present numbered prob- 
ably 3,000, the 
rink 
being 
almost 
entirely filled. At the opening of the 
meeting a song service was conducted 
under 
the leadership 
of 
Professor 
Lowe. 
The choir .Sing several hymns, 
assisted by 
the 
congregation; 
the 
Third Presbyterian church male quar- 
tet sang, and Rev. Wambsgans offered 
prayer. 


Dr. Chapman read the Scripture les- 
son from the nineteenth chapter of 
Luke. 
In commenting'upon the les- 
son he referred to Zacheus, the tax 
gatherer, as a man who was willing to 
give everything he had for the Loid. 
He gave 50 per cent, of his possessions 
and then said to the Lord that to any 
one from whom he had wrongfully 
taken money he would return it four- 
fold. The taxes he collected were 12^ 
per cent., therefore this would mean 
that by returning it to them four-fold 
he would return them the other 50 per 
cent, of his possessions. 


Prof, and Mrs. Lowe sang as a duet 
the hymn entitled, "Saved by Grace." 
Dr, Chapman then took his text from 
the twentieth verse of the fifteenth 
chapter of Luke: "But when he was 
yet a great way oflf his father saw him." 
The story of the prodigal son, he said, 
is one that has been preached time 
after time by every minister, 
I had 
heaid it so many times that it became 
old and worn out, and I made up my 
mind when I entered the ministry that 
I would not preach it. 
And I was a 
minister for thirteen years before I 
preached a sermon on the prodigal son. 
I have no doubt many of you people 
feel juat that same way about that 
story. If I had announced that I would 
preach tonight on the subject of the 
prodigal son I have no doubt that 
many of you would have stayed away, 
because you would have thought the 
story was an old one and that it had 
lost its interest. 
One time I was asked 
to preach a sermon in the Illinois peni- 
tentiary at Joliet, ^When the warden 
asked me to preach he said: 
"Don't 
preach about the prodigal son. 
That 
sermon has been worn threadbare by 
the ministers who have preached here 
to these prisoners. We have had twen- 
ty-three ministers to preach within 
these walls upon invitation and every 
one of them have preached the same 
old sermon about the prodigal son. 
These poor, unfortunate men in here 
have had about all the prodigal .,son 
they can stand." 
N o doubt some of 
you feel £he same way about it and 
don't care to listen to it. Two years 
ago we were crossing the Rocky moun- 
tains and as we passed along through 
that matchless scenery nearly every 
eye in the car was dimmed with tears 
from thinking of the wonderful work 
of God. There was a woman in the car 
who was deeply interested in a book, 
and, in spite of the fact that we were 
passing through the most picturesque 
country that can be found anywhere, 
she did not raise her eyes from the 
page. Finally, she turned to a person 
back of her, and said: "I have crossed 
the mountains so many times that they 
have lost their charm for me. 
The 
first time I could scarcely eee for tears, 
but the next time and the next tima 
the sights became less and leas attract- 
ive. I know every mountain peak, I^ 
can name every canyon and I am 
familiar with every point along the 
route. That is why it docs not now 
affect me as it does you." 


That is the way you feel about the 
story of the prodigal son, 


I was talking with Rev. Eli Brown, 
editor of the Ram's Horn, in the Den- 
nison house, at Indianapolis, a year ago 
today, and I asked him to tell me the 
story of his life. 
He had been at one 
time the worst unbeliever I ever knew. 
When he built a new house one time at 
Liberty, Ind., he would 
not allow a 
preacher at the house warming. 
He 
said his home had been one of poverty. 
He had never known a kind word. 
At 
the age of s ixteen he left home. When 
he came back two years later his folks 
were poorer than ever and his old fath- 
er was sick, 
Eli could not etand it to 
stay and he started away again. 
His 
lather begged him to stay but he would 
not. 
Then his father said he would go 
with him and he got cut of bed 
and 
started away with him, leaning heavily 
on his cane. 
After they had gone a 
short distance from the house the fath- 
er stopped and asked 
him to return 
home. 
But he would not. 
His father 
reached oat bi3 hand and said: 
"Go 
then, my boy, and God bless you." 
Eli 
walked on over the hill and soon heard 
his father calling him again. 
He ran 
back to him and the old man 
said: 
"My boy, I have forgotten something. 
Here, take this," and he placed in his 
hand a fifty cent piece. 
Then they 
parted. 
Eli said a new li^bt was born 
tu him and it was that 
his 
father 
loved him. 
He determined 
to be n 
man for his sake and he told me that 
he had the happiness of making 
his 
father's last days his best da^s. 
Soon 
afterward Eli was converted and he is 
now one of the best men in this coun-1 
try.

murderous club. 


The Post has no desire to cast any re- 
flection upon the young man, and in 
publishing the charges, sent to the 
department at Washington by him, our 
aim is to get the facts to the public just 
as they are. There has been more or 
leas talk about the matter and naturally 
enough the charges have been exagger- 
ated, enlarged, twistod and turned into 
all manner of shapes. 


Mr. Dine is a young man of twenty 
years. Dunfee has had an existence 
for about eleven years, Mr. Singer has 
always been the postmaster. Mr. Dine 
claims he has resided in Dunfee ever 
since the oflSce wa.<? established there. 
The fact is he has been living with his 
father in the country about two miles 
from town, and besides he was but nine 
years of age when the office was first 
established and Mr. Singer was installed 
as postmaster. 


It may be well to state that the Post 
is well satifrfisd that Mr. Dine did not 
Vfrite these charges of his own free will 
and accord, but simply acted at the 
dictation of some other interested 
party. We are pretty well satisfied as 
to who that party is, but for the present 
his name can not be mentioned. 


As for the charges, the general feel- 
ing is that they are false and unfound- 
ed. The object v<as to have Mr. Singer 
removed. There is no doubt but; that 
a successor had been decided upon and 
everything was arranged in the interest 
of certain parties.

The department does not do business 
in the manner in which these schemers 
imagined.

ail times with all the rottenness and 
filth their tongues can utter. 


Ladies tremble at the thought of 
going for their mail, and but very few 
are ever seen to go for the same. 


Now Hon. Mr. Wilson nothing in my 
mind woulcl be more worthy of your 
notice than this. Not that 1 have any 
feud or grudge against Mr. Singer, nor 
that 1 am speaking for any one do I 
write you this appeal. 
But instead it 
is a matter that has long been under 
consideration, and but recently a lady 
opened a general store on thie same side 
oi the street, thereby making a place 
for the postotiice to be moved.

agreement regulating traffic over the 
trunk lines and busintsi in general 
and last night gave out the lollowiog 
statement: 


' The purpose of this agreement is to 
aid in fulfiiliKg the purposes of the 
interstate commerce act, to co operate 
with another and adjecent act, to co- 
operate with each other and adjacent 
transpoitation aEscciations, to establish 
and mainla'n reasonable and just rates, 
fates, rules, and regulations on state 
and interstate traflSc, to prevent unj ust 
discrimination, and to secure the re- 
duction and concentration of agencies 
and the introduction of economies in 
the conduct of the freight' and passen- 
gèr service. 


"The afiairs of the association shall 
be administered by a board of control, 
a board of managers and à board of ar- 
bitrators. 
' 
y 


The association will have jurisdic- 
tion over all trfcffiîî, passenger and 
freight, to aud from or through the 
western termini of the trunk linf s 


"Thé board of control shall be com- 
prised of the presidents of the roads 
belonging to the association. 


The managers shall from time to time 
recommend such changes in rates and 
fares as they deëm just and reasonable. 
No company, however, has of itself the 
right, without consent of the board, to 
change its rates or fares. 


The powew conferred upon the man- 
ageTs shall nbt be construed in any way 
so as to permit a violation of the inter- 
state commerce laws. 


Upon request of the managers, any 
company belonging to the association 
shall furnwb all reports,^ papers and 
information relating to the traflBc 
covered. 


Any violation of the agreement by 
any of the contracting parties shall be 
punishable by a fine not exceeding 
! S.OOO; the offending party shall for- 
feit a sum not exceeding such gross re- 
ceipts. 
^ 


The forfeitures so made shall go 
toward the payment of the expenses of 
the association, except that the offend- 
ing company shall not participate in 
such application of its own forfeiture. 
All differences between the parties of the 
association as to any lawful measure 
necessary to carry out the objects of the 
association, except as to rates and fares, 
shall be submitted to and finally de- 
cided by the arbitrators. 


Three commissioners of arbitration 
shall be appointed by the board of 
managers. 


The board of managers shall consist 
of nine members appointed, one by 
each of the nine systems of the associa- 
tion. A decision by the board of arbi- 
trators or any two of them shall be 
final" 


Soliciting freight 
and 
passenger 
agents will be abolished and all possi- 
ble means of competition cut off. Each 
road will put up a large amount of 
money to support an expensive associa- 
tion and to be drawn on in case of 
fines for infractions of the trust rules 
The general public has little idea of the 
scope of this deal. 


In conclusion the agreement states: 
"This agr îement shall take eflect Jan- 
uary 1, 1896, and continue in existence, 
for five years thereafter, subject to 
ninety days' written notice by any 
company of its desire to retire there- 
from." 


This agreement will be signed at the 
headquarters of the different contract- 
ing roads before Jan. 1, 1896, they all 
having agreed to it.
